BLUEFIELD, W. Va., Jan. 28.—Alexan- 
der Jones, a negro desperado, boarded a 
passenger train at Keystone last night. He 
was under the influence of whisky and very 
quarrelsome. Conductor McCullough came 
through the cars, and, after demanding fare 
from Jones, advised him to be quiet. The 
negro became much incensed, and when an 
attempt was made to eject him he pulled 
two revolvers and began firing promiscu- 
ously through the train, which was crowded 
with passengers. He emptied both revolv- 
ers and/attempted to reload, but was over- 
powered by the train men.

On the afternoon of Nov. 21, 1890, Dr. 
Stiepel left his house in a buggy to make 
his usual rounds among hig —, While 
driving by the corner of Jefferson and La- 
fayette avenues he was mysteriously fired 
upon by someone * in ambush. Two 
bullets from a small Filobert rifle struck 
him in the right temple, but did no serious 


amage. 

The doctor drove himself to the City Hos- 
pital, where the bullets were extracted. He 
then went home and remained in bed a few 
days, expecting to be about shortly, The 
attempted assassination created a sensa- 
tion, but developments later increased the 
mystery and led to no end of gossip. 

Despite the trifling nature of the wounds, 
the doctor grew worse. He became feverish 
and had symptoms entirely out of keep- 
ing with apparent causes, so that when his 
death cane on Nov. 30 the suspicion grew 
that he had been tampered with after the 
shooting. The Coroner did nothing until 
after the funeral, when the clamor of the 
newspapers forced him to disinter the body. 

An examination of the dead man's stom- 
ach was made and traces of arsenical poi- 
soning were discovered, The inquest lasted 
fourteen days and the Coroner’s jury gave 
in the verdict that death was due to the 
effects of the poison, but the guilt was 
never fastened upon anyone. In a month or. 
go talk died out and the affair would have 
been forgotten by the public but for the 
story of illicit love with the doctor’s widow 
as the central figure, which came out a 
little more than à year ago, 


In the latter.part. of .November, 1891, the 
St. Louis newspapers chronicled the dis- 
appearance of Harry Armitage, manager at 
that time of the Aetna Loan Co. He had 
drawn $8,000 out of the bank here one af- 
ternoon and fallen off the face of the earth. 
The whole thing was apparently planned, as 
a few days before this he had sent his bride 
of six months to Chicago, telling her to fur- 
nish a flat and await his coming. 

When he did not show up in Chicago Mrs. 
Armitage, with proper oritely alarm, hur- 
ried back to St. Louis and laid the usual 
suspicions of foul play before the police. 
She also came to the Post-Dispatch. office 
and told her story and thereby there devel- 
oped the remarkable unraveling of the mys- 


tery. 

j . Armitage knew there was something 
back of the disappearance, and she sus- 
pected blackmail among other theories. 
She formed this theory on ua visit to her 
Chicago flat of a mysterious Woman who 
had a strange interest in her husband and 
an intimate knowledge of his history. 

It was the day before she left for St. 
Louis that her visitor called. She was a 
German woman, about 4 years of age, 
with a thick-set figure. She introduted 
herself as Mrs. Maria Haffner, a West 
End widow,’’ whom Armitage h deceived 
and deserted for Mrs. Stiepel, o in turn 
pan been deserted for the then Mrs. Armi- 
Age. 

Mrs. Haffner told Mrs. Armitage about a 
baby which her husband had a share in at 
the Stiepel household and a number of other 
incidents in_ker career, which, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, would not ipcrease ned 
love and respect for her lawful spouse, But 
Mrs. Armitage suspected that there were 
Sinister motives behind the visit and al- 
though the West End widow remained all 
night at the flat and the two women oc- 
cupied the same bed, neither of them slept 
awink. They lay side by side, neither dar- 
ing to close their eyes for fear of being in- 
jured by the other. The next day their 
2 suspicions culminated in a row and 
Mrs. Haffner disappeared. ;

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The Senate 
Mharble room was cdmpletely filled to-day 
by a delegation of ladies from the National 
Equal Suffrage Association, who appeared 
before the Senate Committee on Woman 
Suffrage to present their plea for recogni- 
tion at the ballot box. Senators Call and 
Peffer were the only members of the com- 
mittee present, and they were late in ar- 
riving. The ladies were all present at i 
o’clock, the hour specified for the meeting.

SIR JOSEPH BARNBY DEAD.
